momenium of the water in the main pipe, when the latter is suddenly closed. 

Every person accustomed to draw water from pipes that are supplied from very eleva- 
ted sources, must have observed. when suddenly closed, a jar or tremor communicated to 
the pipes, and a snapping sound, like that from small blows of ahammer. These effects 
are produced by blows which the ends of the pipes receive from the water—the liquid par- 
ticles in contact with the plag of a cock, when it is tarned to stop the discharge, being 
forcibly driven up against it by those constitating the moving mass behind. 

Waves of the sea act as water-ramy against rocks or other barriers that impede their 
progress; and when their force is increased by storms of wind, the most solid structures 
give way before them. 

The increased force water acquires when its motion is accelerated, might be shown by 
a thousand examples. A bank or trough that easily retains it when at rest, or when 
slightly moved is often insufficient when its velocity is greatly increased. When a deep 
lock of a canal is opened to transfer a beat or vessel to a lower level, the water is permit-

Mr. Nathaniel F. Fes- 
senden informs us that his potato crop, which 
has in past years escaped, is now infected 
with the disease. In his garden, in a spot 
which has been appropriated to potatoes 


was nothing but a mass of putrefaction ; 
and in the other hills the potatoes were 1ot- 
ten. 

Mr. Fa few days ago, noticed that the 
vines in his potato field had suddenly chang- 
He examined the hills, and found 
that come of the potatoes were rotting. He 
at once dug the whole, believing the veget- 
ables would keep better in the cellar than 
they would if left in the earth. Mr. Naman

Itis 
thought that if a storm should come the po- 
tatoes in the ground would be injured. 

Mr. F.’s seed was of the Peach Blow va- 
riety, and was obtained in Palmyra, N. Y.

This measure is considered the best known 
preventive of the rot. Last season Mr. 
David C. Freeman dug a few of his pota- 
toes, and left the remainder in the ground.

Care for Pleut Lice.

tle of hot water antil the atmospheric air is 
expelled from the jars ; after which seal 
them up tight with wax. Peaches prepared 
in thie way retain their original flavor, and 
are equally as delicious, when cooked in 
the ordinary manner, six mouths or a year 
after being put up, asif just taken from the 
trees.

Large Receipt of Wool.—Messrs. Bing- 
hain and Co., one of the heaviest forwarding 
houses in Philadelphia, have received from 
the great West, via Pittsburgh, to be forward- 
ed to Mr. Lawrence, of Lowell, one million 
pounds of wool. This equals five hundred 
tons of the fleecy article, and is the largest 
lot ever received at once by any house in 


Philadelphia.

It is generally known that the Chinese knit 
aconsiderabte quantity of silk stockings by 
the hand, many of them as fine as twenty 
guage, the quality which was generally made 
1a Europe previous to the year 1720. A very 
large quantity of cotton stockings are also 
hand-knitted in Hindostan, it being a general 
manufacture at Musilapatam, and in those 
vicinities where the Dutch and T weed facto 
ries were established, though they are now 
uncer the dominion of the British : the receiv- 
ed opinion is that the Portuguese taught the 
Hindoos as well as the Chinese this art.— 
Cotton stockings as fine as 34guage are knit 
in India; they are beautiful articles, being 
made of hand-spun cotton, which is much 
leveller in the thread, than mill spun yarn.— 
It is in general considered in the east that 
spinning machinery is in its infancy ; and in 
this opinion a few of the ablest operative spin- 
ners of Manchester fully coincide, they being 
of opinion that the method first pursued by 
the colleague of Arkwright will finally super 
sede the draw frame and mule spring.

We annex from the Britannia, an imagina- 
ry letter from the King of Prussia and Luther, 
who 1s supposed to appear to his majesty at- 
ter be had lain at rest for centuries.

in England and in the Continent, towards in- | 


fidelity, depicted in more vigorous and strik- 
ing language: 

King.—But what is the calamity that now 
threatens Christendom? 

Luther.—A pathy and indifference are the 
parents of infidelity, A church may resist 
the violence of its enemies, bat it always 
sinks before the vices of its friends. Germany 
at this hour, exhibits the same aspect which 
it did in the year when I began the Reforina- 
tion. 

King.— Yet Germany now exhibits her most 
intelligent portion Protestant. She was then 
overwhelmed with Popery. 

Luther.—When human opinions take the 
lead of divine; when every candidate for cel- 
ebrity begins his cause by mystifying scrip. 
ture; when professors claim a character for 
learaing by throwing off their reverence for 
inspiration; when the life of the Redeemer is 

de the satject of libel, and the Bible is 
iiss to the people as a collection of 
legends; then deep aud dangerous hazards 
are at hand. 

King.—Bat persecution has passed away. 
No man now dreads the revival of the Inqui 
sition. No man everexpects to see a tribu- 
nal of priests commanding the rack, or the 
College of Cardinals standing around the 
stake where either Jew or Christian was to 
perish for his creed. 

Luther.—True; that form of evil has pass- 
ed away. It belonged to another age. It 
could notexistin an age when power was 
fied from hierarchies to fix itself among the 
populace. The hazards of our time wil] not 
arise from superstition, but from unbeliet.— 
The Scripturers will not be prohibited, but 
they will be eqaally cast ont of the national 
hand by the scoffer. Society will be no longer 
chained to the altar, and forced to put tne 
foot of the priest upon its neck, but it will be 
the victim of the infidel, the slave of public 
passion, the prey of public violence. Tae 
Scriptures will be like therr Lord, the objects 
of railing, insolence and scorn; until, like 
Him, they perish on the roar of the million, 
and then will come the earthquake. 

King.—Still, we have asserted the German 
liberty against Rome. No legate can sweep 
away our revenues now. No rescript from 
the Vatican can control the will of the Sov 
ereign, or violate the rights of the people — 
We worship according to our own convic- 
tions, and acknowledge no superior to the 
conscience which dwells in the bosoms of all. 

Luther.—The true evil of popery consisted 
in its wrapping the heart to indifference to 
religion. Its extravagant ceremonials, its 
pageantry of worship, its boast of infallibilj- 
ty, 11s busy priesthood, its confessional], im. 
perious and inquisitive, were but instruments 
administering to individual imdifference.— 
Where all was for the eye, there was no 
room for the heart, Where the glitter of a 
theatre was displayed under the roof of a 
church, the mind could think only of the 
theatre. Where pictures and incense, and 
the sounds of choral voices and the trains of 
kneeling and bowing Priests, with their 
1 and mystical solemni- 
ties, engrossed every sense, how could the 
spirit withdraw itself from the things of the 
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could man remember that he is a fallen be- 

ing; with the priest ready to relieve him

King.—But that period is past. And what 
worse can follow? 

Luther.— Worse will follow, as infidelity is 
worse than indifference, as furious bostility 
is worse than callous neglect. Religion has 
hitherto languished in the heart of mankind. 
You will next cee it wrenched out of the 
heart, for the deceiver you will have the ty- 
rant—for the sullen dexterity of the hierarch 
you.will have the fierce assault of the popu- 
lace—the period of hypocrisy will vanish— 
but you will see the period of rage and rapine, 
of ferocious contumely and remorseless irre- 
ligion, in its room.

The United States Patent Ofice. 

In the recently published Report of the 
Commissioner of Patents, the subjects of ap- 
plication for patents are arranged under 
twenty two general classes, each of them 
embracing many sub divisions.” They are as 
tollows: 

Agriculture, mcluding instruments and op- 
erations. 

Chemica] process, manufactures and com- 
pounds, including medicines, dyeing, color 
making, distilling, soap and candle making, 
mortars, cement, &c. 

Calorific, comprising lamps, fireplaces, 
Stoves, grates, furnaces for heating build- 
ings, cooking apparatus, preparations for 
fuel, &c. 

Mathematical, philosophical, and opticial 
instruments, clocks, chronometers, &c. 

Lever, screw, and other mechanical pow- 
ers as applied to pressing, raising and moving 
weights. 

Stone and clay manufactures, including 
machines for potiery, glass making, brick 
making, Cressing aud preparing stone, ce- 
ment, or other building materials. 

Leather, including tanning and dressing, 
manufacture of Loots,shoes, saddlery, harness, 





Household furniture, machines and imple- 
ments for domestic purposes, including wash- 
ing machines and cracker machines, feather 
dressing, &c. 

Arts, (polite) fine and ofnamental, inclua- 
ding music, painting, sculptor, engraving, 
books, printing, binding, yewelry, &c. 

Surgical and medical instruments,including 
trusses, dental instruments, bathing appara- 
tus, &c. 

Wearing apparel, articles for the toilet, 
&c., including instruments for manufactur-

Metallurgy and the manufacture of metals. 


Manufacture of fibrous aud textile fabrics,

Steam and other gas engines. 

Navigation, comprehending naval archi- 
tecture, propellers, marine implements, &c.

Machinery for working in lumber, compre- 
hending saw mulls, with their implements, 
planing machines, stave machines, shingle 
machines, boring and mortising machines, ve- 
neering, &c. 

Fire arms and implements of war. 

Hydraulics and pneumatics, comprehen- 
ding water wheels, wind mills, machinery for 
raising water, fire engines, filters, &c. 

Miscellaneous, consisting of such cases as 
cannot be placed im any other classes, 

In several of the classes the number of ap- 
plications are given, also the number of pat- 
ents granted, from which it appears that a 
large number have been rejected for want of 
novelty. Inthe class of agricultural! imple- 
ments, of 161 applica'ions, only 73 were 
granted; in that of the level, screw and other 
mechanical powers for pressing &c. of 27 ap- 
plications, only seven were granted; of course 
20 of the27 applicants are dissatisfied with 
the management ofthe Patent Office, notwith} 
standing that patents have been granted prob. 
ably in every instance in which the granting 
of such patents would not have infringed on 
the exclusive rights of others. We may take 
this occasion to remark that itis a matter of 
deep regret that inventors bave no means of 
informing themselves concerning the construc- 
tion of the various articles already patented. 
We can imagine no measure whereby our gov- 
ernment could so essentially advance the arts 
and sciences, and with them the prosperity of 
this country, as by the publication of a vol- 
ume or series of volumes, containing brief de- 
scription with illustrations of the mechanical 
inventions patented within the last fourteen 
years. While they would command an ex. 
tensive sale, it would not only save to the 
country millions of dollars, annually, which

MISCELLANEOUS DEPARTMENT. 
Writing Paver, 

T have been asked the derivation and ap- 
plication of the term cap paper. Cap, as 
applied to paper, is of modern use entirely, at 
least in certain parts of the United States.— 
Not more than thirty years since I was so 
familiar with the phrase Foolscap. that 1 
distinctly recollect how ‘‘cap,"’ its abbrevia- 
tion, grated on my ear, upon my first hearing 
it, as much so as “pike” for turnpike, does 
yet. 

The question is thas shifted to what 1s the 
origia of the phrase foolscap, as applied to 
writing paper, which has borne this name so 
Jong, that its origin is lost to most persons 

The Kings of England, from Edward I, if 
not earlior, granted various monopolies,either 
for the support of the government, or to en- 
rich favorites. Ove of these was the exclu- 
sive right to manufacture paper, granted by 
the first Charles. On the finer kinds was a 
species of notice of the monopoly, the royal 
arms of England forming the water mark.— 
Vast sums were of course made from this 
exclusive privilege to make and vend an ar- 
ticle of such general use. 

All these monopolies were swept away by 
the Parliament which brought Charles to the 
scaffold, and in this particular case, by way 
of showing their contempt for the moaarch, 
they directed the royal arms to be taken from 
the paper, as they had already been from siga 
posts, public halls, &c; substituting a fool, 
with his cap and bells,as the effigy. This was 
done in 1649. 

Most of the manuscripts written between 
that period and 1660, bear accordingly, as a 
water mark, a foo! wearing the dress, des- 
cribed as his costume in the court of the 
British monarchs. Cromwell, when made 
Lord Protector, changed the water mark by 
substituting 2 dragon, grasping in bis claws 
arrows of fire, and afterwards putting his coat 
of arms in its place. This still occasionally 
appears. 

Charles II, at the restoration, replaced the 
royal arms, and enlarged the size of the sheet, 
which was much smaller than we see in 
modern days. 








In England, paper of the size which the 
rump parliament ordered for their journals, 
bearing the foolscap effigy, is still in exis- 
tence, and the title, as in many other things, 
is still retained for ordiaary writing paper, 
centuries after the reason for it has ceased, 
and now serves, as it will serve for ages, to 
designate all writing paper in ordinary use, 
as distinguished from paper designed to be 
folded in the form of letters. 

The last class of writing paper has been re- 
duced greatly in length, and widened some- 


folding, and still bears its original name of 
post paper, applied to it from the mail er 
post by which letters were conveyed to their 
address. 

So recently bas the United States made its 
own paper, that most of our early letters writ- 
ten in the West, even as late as 1800,bear the 
impress of the royal arms. St. Clair, Har- 
mar, Wilkinson, and Wayne’s letters are all 
of this description. [Cist's Advertiser. 


Logic aud Philosophy. 

Extract of a letter from the Washington 
correspondence of the Boston Post: 

A Curious Decision.—By the tariff law of 
1842—that legisiztive wonder, whose repeal! 
was to produce such wide spread “ ruin” —it 
was provided that ‘ philosophical apparatus” 
was to be admitted free of duty. The pro- 
vision was a wise one, intended, no doubt, as 
an encouragement to the cause of learning 
and science. But little did the franers 
dream of the strange ends to which it would 
be perverted. To one of the government offi- 
cials m this city it has afforded and opportu- 
ty to display powers of logic which it would 
be hard to match. The circumstances are 
briefly these : 

A prominent church in New York imported 
a quantity of costly carpeting. Anxious to 
save the duty, an issue was made at the cus- 
tom house, and referred to the treasury, there 
to be determined by one of the auditors. The 
arbitrator belonged to the same denomina- 
tion, and the church was in safe hands, of 
course. In due season he delivered his opin- 
ion, as follows: The Christian religion, he 
reasoned, is a system of philosophy, the purest 
and best ever promulgated, because of its di 
vine origin; for the promotion of this system, 
churches are required; churches are visited 
by men and women; men and women, all the 
world over, love comfort; to make a church a 
place of comfort, itis necessary that the floor 
be covered with carpeting; ergo, carpeting is 
included under the head of “philosophical ap- 
paratus,” and, being clearly within the mean. 
ing and purview of the section, is exempt 
from duty!
